A Private Club „ 

These are the oi^ student po- 
sitions in any way comparable to 
McG ill's President of the Stud- 
ents' Society or of the' Union. 
They are not, however, counter- 
parts in any real sense. The Ox- 
ford Union is a private club, opisn 
to any undergraduate who wants 
to join and pays thirty shlllinES 
(4.60 a term for membership, and 
tlie officers are not elected by the 
student body at large, but only 
by the members. 

Elections are quieter than those 
at McGill, difficult though this 
may seem. No posters appear, no 
campaign speeches are made, and 
canvassing or soliciting of votes 
in any way is punished by dis- 
qualification of U^e fandidate ^nd 
a fine of five poltntls^^ilS). 
Qualifications Unknown 

AH candidates for President 
speak in the dei)ate jjust prior to 
the election,^ and it is primarily 
on the basis of their speaking 
ability that they get votes. No one 
knows and no one seems to ask 
about their administrative capa- 
bilities. For all the voter knows, 
the candidate for Treasurer may 
be a confirmed emhezzler, the Li- 
brarian may be an arsonist, and 
the Secretary may be illitorate. . 
Historical Figures 

Once elected, the officers are 
in distinguished company, for a 
surprisingly high number of past 
officers have gone on to become 
famous. Three Prime Ministers 
have been officers of the Society — 
Gladstone, Lord Salisbury, and 
Asquith. Gladstone, indeed, was 
offered his first seat in Parlia- 
ment by a jieer who liked one of 
the speeches he had given in the 
Union, 

There^have been multitudes of 
Cabinet Ministers who were once 
Union officials, including the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Minister of Defence, the Minister 
of Transport, and the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in Sir 
Antony Eden's Cabinet today, 

'Three .foriner officcr.s became 
Governors-Genral , of Canada 
(Lord Elgin, Lord Dufferin, and 
Xord 'TwMdtmuir), ^yhile twelve 
were later-heads of Oxford colle- 
ges, and nineteen became bishops 
Of these, one was a Cardinal in 
the Roman Catholic Church, and 
three have been . Archibishop of 
Canterbury. ^ 

Debating Society 
' The Oxford Union Society was 
founded in 1826 as a debating 
club, and the weekly debate is 
still one of the most important of 
the ; ■ Uniorfa • activities. Every 
Thursday evening, irom SOO to 600 
members crowd into the great pa- 
nelled debating halL Their guests, 
who are townspeople,, visitors to 
Oxford, or W09>en .s^deqts (only 
men may join the Union) look 
dowii from a gallery. The scene 
resembles history-book drawings 
of the House of Commons at 
Wcstiiiinster (always referred to 
in the Unip; 
ce"). 




Formality 
' There Is a burst o£ I applause 
as the President marches in with 
his officers -<r all in full evening 
dress — > followed by the six main 
speakers (in dinner 'jackets). Two 
of these usually guests, and may- 
be Members of Parliament, distin- 
guished .authors, or people well 
known in other flelds. 

The minutes are read; other 
business is dispatched. The debate 
begins when , the Honourable Pro- 
poser - walks np vto the : despatch 
hat (a woodén' box on tiie secre- 
tary's table, from 'which all speak- 
ing is done) and starts the slow. 
' Debating Standards 

It usually is quite a show. The 
audience wants to be entertained 
rather than canTinced,^fiuiidrwit. 
takes precedehee over ' argomeni. 
The Union's critics claim that this 
has gone to far, and one must 
admit that it is a refreshing chan- 
ge when serious topic is given 
seriotis discussion. , But on the 
whole the standard of speaking is 
high, so that whether the debat- 
ers plan to argue or to amuse, 
they do it very well. ^ ' 

By 10:30 pm the main speakers 
have fiiiished, and the bulk of 
the audience leaves for the bar, 
which is open until 11 pm on de- 
bate nights, although the usual 
closing hour in . English pubs is 
10 pm. 

Novice Speakers 
But the debate is by no means 
over. For the next hour and a 
quarter members get np to make 
short speeches from the floor. 
This is the only opportunity of- 
fered in the Union for novice 



speakers to gain experience, and^ 
it is on the basis of their perf o^- 
mance .from the floor in speaking 
to an almost empty House that the 
President decides when to invito 
them to give a speech upon the 
paper (i.e. a major speech). • . 
) I don't know whether or nor" 
there, are any fa^re, bishops or 
'Cabinet Ulnlaters speaking in the 
Union today/. The Oxford Unioft 
is no longer the "nnrsery of Brl 
tish statesmen'^ that i^ has been 
In the past — not because the 
speakers are necssarfly poorer, but 
because statesmanship Is no long- 
er the monopoly of Oxford and 
Cambridge graduates. But even 
if its importance to the natj^n 
has diminished. It still Is and no 
doubt always will be an important 
part of Oxford life. ' '

As a result they hold down the next three places with 23, 21 and 21 
points i«spectively. iMoGill's Pete Constable rounds out the top nine 
floorers iwith an even 20 points The Redmcn's terrific trio of McCann, 
Baltzan and Konyk is also the ihighcst'scoring line in the league (having 
amassed 76 points. i 
Composite scoring as compiled for the Redmcn's exhibition and 
league games by the MDHWA show thpt the team's leading scorers 
are Konyk and McCann, each with 39 poinU. Leo leads in goals with 
23 in 15 games, while BIcCann has blinked the red light on 18 occa- 
sions.
